Paris, Dec. 28.— The body of 
Captain De Plexis De G r e n e d a , 
commander of the ill-fated F r e n h 
dirigible Dixmude, was found 
by a fisherman in the Mediter­ 
ranean sea off the Sicilian coast, 
it was officially announced today. 
Officials of the m inistry of m arines 
said they believed the airship was 
lost at sea several days ago. 
The 
crew may have jum ped w ith para 
chutes and life preservers before th* 
crash, but th ere is little hope that 
any are still alive unless they have 
been picked up by 
fishermen, 
the 
m inistry pointed out. 
Tem pests which raged 
over 
the 
M editerranean and northern Africa 
last F riday anti S aturday are believ­ 
ed to have driven the Dixmude from 
the C.ulf of Clabes out to the open sea 
w here it may have crashed and sunk. 
The Sicilian came upon th e com 
m am ler's body as it floated in the sea 
some six miles off the little tow n of 
Siacca n ear G irgentl. 
Papers found 
in the pockets served to identify It. 
W hether C aptain De Greneda had 
leaped overboard from the Dixmude 
or w hether he and the 49 others who 
sailed in the dirigible from Caters 
P ierrefau ten days ago were carried 
down in the crash was 
not 
made 
clear. 
French airships were im m ediately 
ordered to patrol 
w aters 
between 
T unis and Silesia in the fear that th* 
o th ers of the Dixtnude's crew may 
have been drowned and their bodies 
carried aw ay in the storm s of tht 
last week end. 
A nnouncem ent of the finding 
of 
C aptain De G reneda's body come# at 
a moment When false hopes hud been 
raised by reports from Insalah. an 
oasis in the S ah ara desert, telling of 
th e Dixmude having been seen south 
of here as late as W ednesday night. 
N ative tribesm en were reported to 
have ridden 200 kilom eters across 
th e desert to report the "big bird of 
the sky" to the French com m ander 
a t Insalah and airplanes were imine 
diately dispatched in search of the 
dirigible. 
The finding of De G reneda's body 
in the M editerranean some 255 miles 
no rth east of T u n is docs not mean, 
th e m inistry of m arines pointed out, 
th a t the Dixmude herself may not 
have drifted 1,000 miles to the so u th ­ 
w ard. 
Hut It is unlikely th e young 
cap tain would have deserted hts ait 
ship except in her last extrem ity. 
The m inistry pointed out th a t In 
th e event of the news from Insalah 
being correct and the airship having 
drifted over th e Sahraa, her occu­ 
pants, if any, face experiences even 
more terrible th an those feared for 
them .
